Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  first  Health  Report 
for  the  District  of  Hebburn. 

It  was  my  original  intention  to  deal  exclusively  with  the  period 
dating  from  July  during  which  I have  been  Medical  Officer.  The 
Local  Government  Board,  however,  expressed  a desire  that  the 
Report  should  cover  the  whole  of  the  year,  and  I have  endeavoured 
to  meet  their  wishes. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  year  from  the  stand-point  of 
Public  Health  was  a serious  outbreak  of  Enteric  Fever  in  the 
Autumn  months,  which  followed  and  in  part  accompanied  an  even 
more  serious  epidemic  of  Summer  Diarrhoea.  These  diseases  were 
not  by  any  means  confined  to  our  District,  being,  in  fact,  very 
generally  distributed  throughout  the  country. 

Owing  to  the  Census  having  been  taken  during  the  year,  the 
figures  relating  to  vital  statistics  possess  a degree  of  accuracy  not 
always  attainable,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  population, 
as  was  also  the  case  ten  years  ago,  has  increased  much  less  rapidly 
than  was  supposed.

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The  Urban  District  of  Hebburn  lies  in  the  North-Eastern 
part  of  the  County  of  Durham.  The  town  of  Jarrow  forms  its 
Eastern  and  the  Urban  District  of  Felling  its  Southern 
boundary,  while  on  the  North  and  West  it  is  bounded  by  the 
River  Tyne,  thus  possessing  an  extensive  and  valuable  river 
frontage. 

The  Area  of  the  District  is  1193.5  acres  not  including  160.9 
acres  covered  by  water,  the  total  area  thus  being  1354.4  acres.

The  large  proportion  of  empty  houses  is  explained  by  the 
fact  that  the  Census  was  taken  at  the  end  of  a long  depression 
of  trade.  Since  then  employment  has  become1  plentiful  with 
a greatly  increased  demand  for  workers,  and  it  is  reasonable  to 
assume  that  the  population  has  appreciably  increased. 

The  District  is  purely  industrial  and  the  population  almost 
entirely  what  is  called  “ working  class.”  There  are  several 
important  industries  among  which  may  be  mentioned  Collieries, 
Ship-yards,  Chemical  Works,  Copper  Works,  Electric  Works, 
Quarries,  &c.

Infantile  Mortality. 

Of  the  deaths  94  were  of  infants  under  1 year,  giving  an 
Infantile  Death  Rate  per  1000  births  of  125.8.  For  the  County 
of  Durham  the  Infantile  Death  Rate  was  158,  with  which  our 
record  compares  very  favourably.  It  is,  however,  higher  than 
in  1910,  the  higher  rate  being  due  entirely  to  the  Diarrhoea 
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epidemic  of  the  autumn  months.  Apart  from  Diarrhoea  the 
chief  causes  of  infantile  mortality  were  Premature  Birth, 
Debility  and  Diseases  of  the  Chest.

In  connection  with  the  Death  Rate  among  babies  it  is 
worth  noting  that  some  of  the  Districts  which  have  adopted 
the  Notification  of  Births’  Act  and  appointed  a Health  Visitor 
to  call  at  the  homes  of  the  newly-born,  have  shown  an  extra- 
ordinary decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths.  Whether  this  is 
merely  a coincidence  or  cause,  and  effect  cannot  yet  be 
determined  with  certainty,  but  any  measure  which  promises  to 
lessen  the  appalling  annual  sacrifice  of  child-life  deserves  and 
should  receive  the  favourable  consideration  of  every  Sanitary 
Authority.

Measles. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  during  the  months  of 
April  and  May  which  caused  14  deaths.  There  exists  a widely- 
held  belief  that  Measles  is  a trivial  complaint  unworthy  of 
serious  attention,  and  there  could  be  no  greater  delusion. 
Every  year  Measles  causes  more  deaths  than  Scarlet  fever 
and  Diphtheria  combined,  and  will  continue  to  do  so-  until  the 
public  awake  to  the  fact  that  it  is  a highly  dangerous  and 
deadly  disease. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

This  disease  showed  itself  sporadically  throughout  the 
year.  The  cases  were  mild  and  none  proved  fatal. 

Whooping  Cough. 

This  disease  was  prevalent  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year  and  caused  3 deaths. 
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Diphtheria. 

Like  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  was  more  or  less  prevalent 
all  the  year.  At  no  period  was  there  anything-  like  an  epidemic 
nor  was  the  District  at  any  time  free  from  the  disease.  Every 
Ward  contributed  its  share  of  cases  excepting  the  West  Ward, 
which  enjoyed  immunity  throughout.  There  were  5 deaths. 

Enteric  Fever  ' V 

One  case  of  Enteric  occurred  in  March  and  proved  fatal. 
From  then  until  September  no  case  occurred  after  which  an 
epidemic  broke  out,  25  cases  being  notified,  of  which  3 proved 
fatal,  making  a total  of  4 deaths  from  the  disease  in  all. 

Diarrhoea. 


It  is  a matter  of  common  knowledge  that  a hot  dry 
summer  is  invariably  followed  by  an  epidemic  of  Diarrhoea. 
The  summer  of  11911  was  hot  and  dry  to  an  almost  unprecedented 
degree  and  the  outbreak  of  Diarrhoea  which  followed  was 
correspondingly  widespread  and  severe.  A large  proportion  of 
the  population  was  attacked,  both  children  and  adults,  and 
40  deaths  were  recorded,  28  being  infants  under  one  year. 

Diarrhoea  would  seem  to  result  from  two  causes,  which, 
however,  are  closely  connected  with  each  other,  the  neglect 
of  sanitary  precautions  and  the  contamination  of  food.  The 
comparative  immunity  of  the  breast-fed  baby  to-  the  disease 
presents  a striking  contrast  to  the  intense  susceptibility  of  the 
artificially  fed,  and  is  explained  by  the  liability  of  the  food  to. 
contamination.  The  chief  agents  in  producing  this  contamina- 
tion, it  has  been  conclusively  proved, "are  flies,  which  act  as  carriers  of 
germs  from  refuse  heaps,  drains,  and  the  like,  and  depositing 
them  where  they  alight  bring  about  the  infection  of  food 
and  particularly  of  milk.  t 
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Early  in  August  I had  a notice  prepared,  founded  on  a leaflet 
issued  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  published  in  poster  form, 
drawing  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  risk  of  disease  being 
spread  and  food  polluted  by  flies  and  other  insects.  The  absolute 
necessity  for  strict  cleanliness  was  pointed  out  and  a simple  and 
ready  method  of  destroying  the  pest  was  described. 

- - - . Influenza. 

As  usual  there  were  a great  many  eases  of  Influenza, 
though  for  the  most  part  they  were  mild  and  not  dangerous  to 
life.  One  death  was  recorded. 

Erysipelas. 

16  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  and  there  was  no 
death. 


Puerperal  Fever. 

One  case  occurred,  in  the  East  Ward,  and  was  fatal. 

Pulmonary  T uberculosis. 

28  eases  of  Phthisis  were  notified  under  the  voluntary 
system  of  notification  which  has  been  in  force  in  Hieibfburn  for 
some  years.  Under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1908,  22 
cases  were  reported,  and  4 under  the  119.1 1 Regulations,  as 
follows

The  number  of  deaths,  26,  is  the  same  as  for  1910,  and 
one  less  than  the  number  for  1009.  Next  year  the  notification 
of  Phthisis  will  become  general  and  compulsory,  and  is  to-  he 
followed  by  a determined  effort  to  stamp  out  the  disease.  That 
it  will  eventually  be  conquered  is,  I think,  beyond  all  doubt, 
and  the  time  will  come,  however  far  distant  it  may  be,  when 
Tuberculosis  will  be  as  rare  and  as  unfamiliar  as  Leprosy  or 
Smallpox  is  to-day. 

Apart  from  Pulmonary  Phthisis  there  were  9 deaths  from 
Tubercular  disease  of  other  parts,  e.g.,  the  P>rain,  Spinal  Column,  &c. 

Chest  Diseases. 

Under  the  above  heading  are  included  Pneumonia,  Bron- 
chitis, Broncho-pneumonia,  and  other  respiratory  diseases  to 
which  the  inhabitants  of  this  District,  owing  to  climatic 
conditions  are  especially  prone.  They  accounted  for  68  deaths, 
and  represent  over  20  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality. 

Cancer 

20  deaths  were  caused  by  Cancer,  a disease  which  shows 
unmistakable  signs  of  becoming  steadily  more  prevalent.  There 
were  12  deaths  in  1908,  14  in  1909,  and  16  in  1910. 
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Violent  Deaths  (Accidents). 

There  were  14  accidental  deaths,  chiefly  amiongst  workmen 
in  Shipyards,  &c. 

Suicides. 

There  were  2 suicides  of  residents  and  1 of  a non-resident 
not  included. 

Other  Causes. 

87  deaths  are  referred  to  causes  not  individually  specified 
in  the  L.  G.  B.  table. 


PART  II. 

Infectious  Diseases. 


The  total  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified 
during  the  year  was  163.  In  addition  there  were  26  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  under  the  Poor-law  Regulations 
which  brings  the  number  up  to  189.  In  1910  there  were  167,  in 
1909  T33>  and  in  1908  126.

Of  the  163  cases  notified  101  were  removed  to  the  Fever 
Hospital.  They  were: — Diphtheria  44,  Scarlet  Fever  34,  Enteric 
2.1,  Cerebro-s pinal  Fever  2. 

Each  case  notified  is  visited  as  early  as  possible  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and,  in  certain  cases,  by  myself.  Removal 
to  Hospital  is  always  advised  because  of  the  impossibility  of 
securing  efficient  isolation  at  home.  The  clothing  and  bedding 
are  put  through  the  Thresh  Disinfector  at  the  Hospital,  and 
the  house  is  liberally  sprayed  with  a solution  of  formalin. 
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Disinfectants  are.  supplied  to  the  public  without  charge 
on  application  to  the:  Health  Office. 

Scarlet  Fever.

The  rapid  increase  in  prevalence  of  Diphtheria  is  clearly 
shown  by  comparing  the  number  of  cases  notified  during  suc- 
cessive years. 
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Thus  in  1907  there  were  13  notifications.

Whether  the  increase  is  real  or  only  apparent  and  to  be 
explained  by  the  greater  accuracy  of  diagnosis  procured  by 
modern  methods,  cannot  yet  be  said.  The  disease  existed  in 
greater  or  less  degree  all  the  year  round  without  at  any  time 
becoming  epidemic.  The  source  of  infection  in  most  of  the 
cases  could  not  be  determined,  and  I am  convinced  that  it  is 
spread  to  a large  extent  by  mild  unrecognised  cases  and  by 
persons  carrying  infection  though  in  good  health  themselves. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Of  this  disease  I2!6  notifications  were  received,  one  of  which 
was  afterwards  withdrawn,  reducing  the  number  to  25.  A 
solitary  case  was  reported  in  the  month  of  February,  all  the 
others  occurring  during  the  latter  months.  The  distribution 
of  the  cases  is  shown  below.

The  first  case  notified  was  a young  girl  21  years  of  ago 
who  had  been  engaged  as  domestic  servant  at  a house  where 
a girl  had  been  ill  for  some  weeks.  The  two  girls  shared  the 
same  bedroom.  The  first  mentioned  was  notified  on  September 
11th,  and  on  the  2i0th  the  second  girl,  who  was  then  to  all 
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intents  and  purposes  cured,  was  also  notified.  Clearly  the 
second  case  had  infected  the  first  though  I was  unable  to 
ascertain  how  she  herself  became  infected.  Other  cases  fol- 
lowed in  rapid  succession  until  the  notifications  for  the  month 
numbered  13.  During  Oetober  9 more  cases  occurred,  1 in 
November,  and  again  4 in  December.  A large  majority  of  the 
cases  occurred  in  the  Quay  district,  which  comprises  the  ’West, 
Central  and  North  Wards.  Fifteen  males  were  affected  and 
10  females.  Their  ages  ranged  from  eighteen  months  to  61 
years.  There  were  three  deaths,  two  males  and  one  female. 
The  primary  cause  of  the  outbreak  was  without  doubt  the 
prolonged  drought  and  intense  heat  of  the  summer  months 
together  with  the  fact  that  the  scavenging  arrangements, 
efficient  enough  in  ordinary  seasons,  proved  inadequate  in  the 
exceptional  circumstances.  To  remedy  this  the  Council  directed 
that  the  night-soil  was  to  be  removed  twice  weekly  instead 
of  once,  and  that  particular  attention  should  be  given  to>  the 
thorough  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  the  closets.  In  addition 
the  streets  and  lanes  were  frequently  washed  down  with  water 
to  which  disinfectant  fluid  had  been  added;  antiseptics  and 
disinfectants  were  scattered  with  a free  hand;  and  finally  the 
sewers  and  drains  were  flushed  freely  and  often.  Theise 
measures  undoubtedly  limited  the  spread  of  the  disease  and 
in  my  opinion  prevented  the  epidemic  from  assuming  much 
more  formidable  dimensions. 

In  future  years  it  would,  I think,  be  advisable  to  anticipate 
the  possibility  of  a similar  outbreak,  and  cause  the  sewers  and 
drains  to  be  flushed  periodically  and  the  scavenging  to  be 
conducted  with  systematic  thoroughness. 

- Fever  Hospital. 

During  the  year  101  patients  were  removed  to  the  Hospital. 
There  were  7 deaths  in  the  Institution — 5 Diphtheria,  1 Enteric 
Fever,  and  1 Cerebro-spinal  Fever. 

The  Staff  consists  of  the  Matron,  one  Nurse  and  two  Pro- 
bationers, who  are  reinforced  as  occasion  arises  by  extra 
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Nurses  temporarily  engaged.  It  would  be  more  convenient 
and  less  costly  to  have  a third  Probationer  permanently  engaged.  The 
work  of  the  Staff  during  the  last  few  months  has  been  heavy 
and  unremitting,  and  has  been  done  with  conscientious 
thoroughness. 

The  expenditure  on  the  Hospital  during  the  year  amounted  to 
the  sum  of  ^*878  9s.  gd.  which  shows  a substantial  and  no  doubt 
welcome  reduction  on  that  of  former  years,  as  shown  below  : —

During  the  prevalence  of  Enteric  Fever  the  Small-pox  Hospital 
was  made  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients.  As  it  happened 
further  accommodation  was  not  required,  though  for  a time  every 
available  bed  was  occupied.  It  seems  to  me  that  in  the  Small-pox 
Hospital  the  Council  possesses  an  asset  of  great  value  in  the  not 
unlikely  event  of  a really  wide-spread  epidemic  visiting  the  district. 
Should  it  be  disposed  of,  as  has  been  suggested,  the  difficulty  of 
providing  extra  accommodation  in  exceptional  circumstances  would 
be  a problem  not  easy  of  solution. 


PART  III. 

General  Sanitation. 

'The  scavenging  of  the  District  is  done  during  the  night 

and  has  been  done  satisfactory  and  well  in  so  far  as  the  regular 
emptying  of  the  closets  is  concerned.  There  have,  however,  been 
many  complaints,  some  of  which  I know  from  personal  observation 
to  have  been  well  founded,  that  the  droppings  from  the  carts  and 
from  the  shovels  of  the  scavengers  are  not  cleared  away  as  promptly 
as  they  should  be.  I need  not  point  out  that  this  practice  not  only 
creates  a nuisance  of  a particularly  obnoxious  nature  but  also 
constitutes  a grave  menace  to  the  public  health.  In  the  day-time 
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the  roads  and  streets  are  cleaned,  and  here  also  I would  suggest 
there  is  some  room  for  improvement.  After  even  a,  brief  spell 
of  rainy  weather  the  surface  of  the  roads  presents  an  accumu- 
lation of  mud  and  slush  which,  as  a rule,  remains  for  days 
before  it  is  swept  up  and  carted  away.  Whether  this  is  due 
to  there  being  too  few  sweepers  or  to  the  fact  that  they  are 
drawn,  by  the  settled  policy  of  the  Council,  exclusively  from 
the  ranks  of  the  aged  and  infirm,  I do  not  know,  but  in  any) 
case  the  matter  is  one  that  ought  to  be  remedied. 

By  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Nutt  as  Assistant  in  the 
Health  Department,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  relieved 
of  the  duty  of  seeing  to  the  removal  of  patients  to-  Hospital 
and  the  disinfection  of  houses  and  bedding,  &c.  This  will 
enable  him  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  many  important 
duties  that  appertain  to  his  office. 

Disposal  of  Night-soil. 

Of  14,4319  tons  of  night-soil  collected  about  half  (to  be 
exact,  7’04'6  tons)  was  deposited  on  the  land  the  property  of 
the  Council  adjoining  the  Bede  Metal  Works.  The  remainder, 
7,393  tons,  was  taken  to  sea  in  hoppers  borrowed  for  the 
purpose  from  the  Colliery  Company  and  the  United  (Alkali 
Company  at  a total  cost  of  £311  18s.  Id. 

The  Quay  lands  will  soon  be  filled  up  and  incapable  of 
receiving  further  supplies.  This  will  mean  that  all  the  re'fuse 
must  either  be  sent  to  sea  or  otherwise  disposed  of.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  the  Council  should  erect  a quay  and  pur- 
chase a hopper,  or  alternatively  that  they  should  build  a refuse 
destructor.  On  Sanitary  grounds  the  latter  proposal  is,  greatly 
to  be  preferred,  and  I would  remind  the  Members  that  a very 
exhaustive  and  instructive  report  on  this  subject  was  issued 
a few  years  ago  by  the  Surveyor.  In  this  report  the  whole  question 
of  the  cost  of  erection  and  the  annual  working  expenses  is  fully  and 
elakorately  gone  into  and  a scheme  is  suggested  whereby  a profit 
might  be  made.  Be  this  as  it  may,  and  I am  inclined  to  regard  the 
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forecast  as  unduly  sanguine,  the  matter  should  be  taken  seriously 
in  hand  and  a decision  on  a question  so  vitally  connected  with  the 
public  health  no  longer  deferred. 

Closets. 

During  the  year  10  ash-pits  have  been  done  away  with 
and  replaced  by  19  ash-closets.  At  the  same;  time  3 ash-closets 
have  been  replaced  by1  3 water-closets.  The  number  of  ash- 
pits is  steadily  decreasing  to  the  advantage!  of  the  more:  sanitary 
ash-closet.  The  latter,  however,  from  a sanitary  stand-point 
is  a very  long  way  behind  the  water-closet,  and  every  en- 
couragement should  be  offered  to  builders  and  owners  of 
property  to  adopt  the  water-carriage  system. 

Housing. 

Only  one  house  was  built  during*  the,  year  1911.  There 
are  4,71(6  houses  and  tenements  in  the  District,  of  which  a very 
large  majority  are  flats  of  two,  three  and  less  frequently) 
four  rooms.  Most  of  the  property  is  modern  and  in  good 
condition,  but  there  is  some  congestion  and  overcrowding 
especially  at  the  corners  of  the  older  streets  both  in  the 
Quay  and  in  the  New  Town. 

Colliery  Houses. 

The  perennial  question  of  the  old  Cottages  at  the  Colliery, 
on  which,  there  have  been  reports  innumerable  and  negotiations 
without  end,  seems  at  last  to  be  in  a fair  way  towards  settle- 
ment. It  is  admitted  on  all  sides  that  the  cottages  are  hope- 
lessly insanitary,  and  the  Council  realising  that  nothing  short 
of  entire  reconstruction  would  meet  the  case  have  decided  to  close 
them  up.  With  a view  to  minimising  the  loss  to  the  Company  and 
safe-guarding  the  employment  of  the  inmates,  it  was  further  decided 
not  to  close  all  the  houses  at  once  but  in  batches  of  twenty, 
each  year  until  the  whole  of  them,  11,2  in  all,  have  beien  dealt 
with.  This  arrangement  seems  to  me  eminently  fair  and 
reasonable,  and  creditable  to  all  concerned. 
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The  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1909. 


Under  the  above  Act  74  houses  have  been  inspected  with 
the  result  that  the  six  houses  which  go  to  make  up  the  “ B 
Pit  Cottages  ” were  closed,  as  well  as  twenty  others  in  High 
Lane  Row  East  as  described  above. 

The  others,  situated  in  the  South  Ward,  presented  no 
serious  sanitary  defects  and  further  action  was  unnecessary. 

It  has  been  impossible  for  much  work  to  be  done  under 
the  Housing  Act  owing  to  the  time  and  attention  of  the 
Health  Department  having  been  fully  occupied  with  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  District  generally. 

Water  Supply. 

Supplied  by  the  Sunderland  & South  Shields  Water 
Company  the  water  is  very  hard,  of  remarkably  good  quality 
and  plentiful.  There  are  also  three  wells,  two  for  the  supply 
of  farm  houses,  the  third  for  a private  house.  The  water  in 
these  also  when  tested  was  found  to  be  pure  and  wholesome. 

Slaughter  Houses, 

There  are  five  butchers  who  do  their  killing  on  their  own 
premises,  and  four  pork-butchers  to  whom  the  same  applies. 
1 visited  them  all  and  on  the  whole  found  little,  to  find  fault 
with.  I had  some  suggestions  to  make  with  a view  to  securing 
improvement  in  matters  of  detail,  which  were  embodied  in  a 
report  to  be  laid  before  the  Council.  The  question  of  doing 
away  with  private  slaughter-houses  and  providing  instead  a 
Public  Abattoir  has  often  been  raised  and  would  certainly  be 
a more  ideal  arrangement.  But  it  would  also  be,  costly;  the 
initial  outlay  would  be  considerable,  and  the  up-keep  would 
involve  no  small  annual  charge  upon  the  rates,  and  seeing 
that  other  matters  of  greater  importance  are  urgently  in  need  of 
attention,  I think  the  question  might  very  well  be  allowed 
to  stand  over  for  the  time  being. 
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Cow-sheds  and  Dairies. 


There  are  six  Cow-sheds  which  are  fairly  well  kept.  Milk 
is  on  sale  at  a large  number  of  shops,  most  of  it  being  im- 
ported from  outside  the  District.  The  existing  arrangements 
for  controlling  the  storage  arid  sale  of  Milk  are  in  the  highest 
degree  unsatisfactory,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  long 
promised  Milk  Bill  will  do  something  to  reduce  the  risk  of 
contamination  to  which,  in  its  passage  from  the  cow  to  the 
consumer,  it  is  hourly  exposed. 

Hebburn  U.  D.  C.  Act,  1911. 

By  sections  28  and  29  of  the  above  Act  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  Ice-cream  was  brought  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Sanitary  Authority.  Accordingly  the  Sanitary  Inspector  made 
a tour  of  inspection  and  found  that  there  were  seventeen  shops 
selling  Ice-cream.  In  three  of  them  the  hygienic  arrangements 
were  so  bad  that  lie  had  no  choice  but  to  stop  the  sale 
altogether,  and  in  more  than  one  of  the  others  to  warn  them 
to  exercise  greater  care  and  cleanliness.  As  the  stuff  is  for  'the 
most  part  consumed  by  young  children  the  need  for  strict 
regulations  rigorously  enforced  is  very  evident. 

Bakehouse. 


The  District  possesses  only  one  Bakehouse,  situated  in  the 
South  'Ward.  It  is  kept  clean  and  otherwise  is  satisfactory. 

Lodging-house. 

There  is  one  Lodging-house  containing  34  beds.  It  is 
regularly  cleaned  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  fairly  good. 

The  following  pages  contain  the  Local  Government  Board 
tables  giving  in  full  detail  the  vital  statistics  of  the  District. 

Appeuded  is  the  Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  in  which 
will  be  found  an  account  of  the  work  done  in  his  department. 
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Before  bringing  this  report  to  a conclusion,  I would  like  to 
express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  1 have  received  from  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  R.  S.  Thomson.  To  Mr.  Nutt  also 
my  thanks  are  due.  Only  recently  appointed  he  has  already  shown 
himself  to  possess  the  qualities  which  go  to  make  a keen,  zealous 
and  competent  official. 

From  the  Members  of  the  Council  individually  and  collectively 
I have  invariably  received  the  greatest  kindness  and  consideration, 
which  I am  glad  now  to  have  the  opportunity  of  acknowledging.

I beg  to  lay  before  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1911. 


Infectious  Disease. 


There  has  been  removed  to  the  Hospital  101  cases,  16  more 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these  two  were  Spotted  Fever, 
which  were  in  the  first  instance  removed  to  the  Hospital  for 
observation,  with  the  result  as  stated. 

There  have  been  110  lots  of  bedding  removed  to  the  Dis- 
infector for  disinfection,  in  two  cases  it  was  found  necessary 
to  destroy  the  bedding'  and  the  owners  were  compensated  for 
the  same.  127  houses  were  disinfected  after  infectious  disease 
and  every  possible  precaution  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
all  diseases  which  came  to  be  known  to  the  officials  of  the 
department. 

I have  made  412i  visits  to  houses  where  there  were  cases  of 
infectious  disease,  disinfectants  and  bills  of  instructions'  were 
freely  distributed,  the  School  Attendance  Officers  kept  informed 
of  all  cases  in  which  there  were  children  attending  the  schools. 

By  the  instructions  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  seven 
schools  were  disinfected  after  outbreaks  of  diseases  in  the 
schools,  this  occurred  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  the 
results  were  very  satisfactory. 
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Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908. 


Under  the  above  regulations  there  were  2,2  cases  notified 
as  follows 

Form  A.  l!2, 

Form  B.  1 
Form  C.  0 

This  is  eight  more  than  in  the  previous  year  and  consisted 
of  15  males  and  7 females. 

The  oases  are  visited  and  instructions  given  to  the  person 
in  charge  as  to  the  best  means  of  dealing  with  the  patient. 
Disinfectants  were  supplied  and  the  house  and  bedding  dis- 
infected when  requested. 

Four  notifications  under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberclulosis 
in  Hospitals)  Regulations,  1,911,  had  been  received,  viz.: — 
1 male  and  three  females. 

Disposal  of  Night-Soil,  etc. 

The  number  of  tons  of  Night-soil  collected  during  -the 
year  was  14,439,  and  was  disposed  of  as  follows : — Taken  to 
sea  by  the  hopper  of  the  United  Alkali  Co.,  6,584  tons  at  a 
cost  of  £180  6s.  4d.;  by  the  hopper  of  the  Wall  send  and 
Hebburn  Coal  Co.,  809  tons  at  a cost  of  £31  11s.  9d.;  the 
remainder  was  disposed  of  within  the  District,  viz. : — The 
Council  Quay  land  6,956  tons,  and  'Whinney  Lane  Pond  90  tons. 

You  will  observe  by  this  that  almost  50  o/o  of  our  refuse 
cannot  be  sent  to  sea  under  present  conditions.  How  then 
can  it  be  disposed  of  ? It  is  now  about  11  years  since  the 
Quay  land  was  bought  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a quay  'and 
provision  was  to  be  made  for  the  hire  or  purchase  of  a 
hopper,  so  as  to  have  the  full  control  of  the  disposal  of  all 
our  refuse  and  thereby  he,  independent  of  any  private*  persons 
or  firms.  The  space  at  the  United  Alkali  Co.’s  tip  has  become 
so  small  that  if  the  hopper  is  not  available,  one  night’s  soil 
cannot  be  tipped  there,  so  it  must  be  taken  to  Quay  land. 
Again,  this  land  is  being  rendered  useless  for  building  purposes, 
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or  even  for  the  erection  of  factories,  as  there  worn-ld  have  to-  be 
something  like  40  feet  of  soil  excavated  to  geit  to  the  natural 
foundation.  I hope  this  will  have  your  early  and  earnest 
attention. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Owing  to  an  outbreak  of  Enteric  Fever  'in  the  month  of 
September  and  which  has  continued  more  or  less  ever  since, 
all  ash-closets  in  the  District  were  cleansed  twice  a week 
instead  of  once  and  all  sewers  systematically  flushed,  disin- 
fectants freely  used,  extra  scavenging  done1,  and  extra  mein 
being  employed. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  West,  Central, 
and  ‘North  Wards,  where  the  property  and  sanitary  conditions 
were  fairly  good.

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During  the  year  10  ash-pits  have  been  replaced  by  19 
ash-closets,  and  3 ash-closets  by  3 water-closets;  8 water- 
closets  have  been  added  to  the  list  by  school  extensions. 

New  Houses. 

There  has  been  one  new  house  built  in  the  District  during 
the  year,  it  was  in  the  Whinney  Lane  in  the  South  Ward. 
I should  think  roughly,  there  are  about  15  % of  empty 
houses  at  the  present  time  in  the  District.  That,  in  view  of 
the  action  you  have  already  taken  in  respect  to  the  East 
Ward,  will  be  quite  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
persons  displaced  for  some  time  to  come.

There  were  3i2  houses  (under  the  Public  Health  Acts)  re- 
ported as  being  in  a dilapidated  and  insanitary  condition,  these 
have  all  now  been  repaired  and  mostly  occupied. 

I wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  many  congested  return 
corners  of  streets  and  lanes  which  ought  to  be  dealt  with  so,  as 
to  provide  more  light  and  air  space  around  those  buildings, 
particularly  in  the  West-end  of  Cuthbert,  William,  and  Lyon 
Streets,  &c. 
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Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc..  Act,  1909. 

There  have  been  74  inspections  made  under  the;  above  Act. 
Six  dwellings  were  closed  at  B Pit  Cottages,  East  Ward.  20 
notices  were  served  on  the  occupiers  of  houses  in  High  Lane 
Row  East.  All  the  notices  have  been  complied  with,  the  houses 
being  now  empty  and  all  the  doors  and  windows  boarded  up, 
this  being  so  I would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  section  18 
of  the  fore  mentioned  Act. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  9 Slaughter  Houses  in  the  District,  5 for  butcher 
meat,  and  4 for  pork;  that  is  3 fewer  than  last  year  when  there 
were  8 tor  butcher  meat;  each  of  the  above  has  a retail  shop 'in 
connection  with  the  Slaughter  House.  I have  always  found 
them  clean  and  carefully  attended  to. 

There  are  in  addition  to  the  above  24  shops  from  which 
meat  is  sold.  3 for  home  meat,  and  2JL  for  foreign  meat,  an 
addition  of  5 shops  on  last  year.  I have  had  in  a few  cases  to 
complain  to  the  occupiers  of  slight  nuisances  on  the  premises 
which  were  always  attended  to. 

Bakehouse. 

There  'is  only  one  Bakehouse  in  the  District,  it  is  in  the 
South  Ward.  "I  have  always  found  it  clean  and  carefully  at- 
tended to.  The  ’ bread  sold  in  the  shops  comes  chiefly  from 
bakeries  outside  the  ’District. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  6)  Cowsheds  in  the  District,  the  same  number  as 
last  year.  Plans  have  been  submitted  for  a New  Dairy  at  Burn 
Heads  Farm.  The  number  of  Milkshops  are  much  about  the 
same  as  last  year.  I have  had  no  reason  to  complain  of  the 
cleanliness  of  the  shops  nor  the  way  in  which  the  milk  was 
stored,  but  I am  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  an  improve- 
ment if  Milk  Stores  and  General  Provision  Stores  were  kept 
separate. 
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Hebburn  Urban  District  Council  Act,  1911. 

After  the  passing  of  the  above  Act  it  became  necessary  to 
have  all  places  used  for  the  manufacture  or  storage  of  Ice- 
cream and  all  articles  used  in  its  manufacture  to  be  specially 
reported  upon.  I found  there  were  17  of  such  places,  and  in 
3 of  them  the  conditions  were  such  that  I had  to  forbid  the 
occupiers  to  carry  on  the  trade  as  the  places  were  quite 
unsuited  for  that  purpose.  I distributed  handbills  which  showed 
the  section  of  the  Act  which  were  meant  to  regulate  the  traffic, 
and  I believe  they  have  had  a good  effect. 

There  are  a good  many  hawkers  of  Ice-cream  from  other 
districts.  One  person  was  summoned  and  appeared  before  the 
Justices  for  not  having  his  name  on  his  barrow,  he  was  dis- 
missed with  a caution. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  is  just  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  District, 
it  contains  34  beds,  and  it  is  mostly  occupied  by  single  men 
working  in  the  District.  I have  had  very  little  trouble  with  it. 
The  keeper  seems  to  pay  great  attention  to  the  class  of 
people  which  lodges  in  it.  No  women  are  allowed  to  lodge 
there. 

Domestic  Factories  and  Workshops. 

There  are  10  Domestic  Factories  and  Workshops  in  the 


District  as  follows:  —
